

COMPUTER WITH A PEN OR TOUCH SENSITIVE DISPLAY 


Abstract of the Disclosure 
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A computer with a touch sensitive or pen sensitive display is disclosed in 
which the position of the fully opened display has been designed in order that the 
torque typically applied to the top most pen or touch sensitive part of the display, in 
relation to a rotational axis about which the computer would rotate if it were to tip 
backwards, is less than that needed to cause the computer to tip backwards about that 
rotational axis. The computer is therefore stable even when the display is being 
touched by pen or finger, unlike conventional clam shell designs. 
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
